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TENNESSEE IS ADMITTED TO 
THE UNION... 


By Ken Bressett 


Tennessee, admitted to the Union in 1796, is one of the few states 
ever admitted with a special tribute on our coins. 


Over the past 200 years, many U.S. coins have had 13. stars on 
them, commemorating the original 13 colonies. But on our earliest 
coins, the number of stars varied. The original plan called for a new 
Star to be added on coins, as well as on the flag, every time a new 
state was added to the union. 


The reverse side of the first U.S. coins, the 1793 cents, had a chain 
with 15 links to represent the 15 states of the Union at that time. 
When Tennessee was admitted as the sixteenth state, coin designs 
were changed. For a brief time in 1796 and 1797, some U.S. coins 
were made with 16 stars-but it soon became apparent that this 
system wouldn't work with larger numbers of stars. Some of the 
coins were just too small, and space was limited, unlike on the flag. 


For many years after 1798, the number of stars on our coins was 
limited to 13. When the $10 and $20 gold coins were redesigned in 
1907, the artists decorated them with 46 tiny stars. This was 
changed to 48 stars when Arizona and New Mexico became states 
in 1912. Recently the same design was used for American gold 
bullion coins, and two more stars were added to honor Alaska and 
Hawaii. The stars placed around the edge on the face of these coins 
are so small that few of us would ever attempt to count them..... but 
they are there. 


Pry 
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Go ahead. Count ’em. There are 16 stars on the 1797 silver dollar. The 16th star 
was added when Tennessee joined the Union on June 1, 1796.

DEPRESSION SCRIP 


By Lawrence Korchnak 


What do you think would happen if the schools in your community ran out of 
money? I mean, really ran out of money. Well, that’s exactly what happened 
to many school districts during the Great Depression of the 1930's. 


Nearly 25 percent of the American people were out of work during the 
Depression, and at least as many were under employed. Tax revenues dried 
up, and investments in failed or faltering financial institutions cut school 
revenues even further. To make matters worse, the money on hand was often 
mismanaged by trusted school officials. A fair number of superintendents, 
business managers and school board members lost their positions-some were 
even arrested! Many school districts were forced to make a decision: either 
find money, or close their doors to the children and their futures. 


Since money was scarce, many school districts issued certificates of 
indebtedness, or scrip. The scrip circulated as legal tender by promising to 
make good its face value in cash at a later date. 


In 1931, Chicago teachers were three months behind in receiving their 
paychecks. Mass protests were held. The Board of Education had little 
choice but to issue scrip. At the time, judgments were being sought on nearly 
a half million parcels of real estate in Cook County. Though the scrip stated 
it was worth full value, it was usually discounted 10 to 40 percent.

Teachers were paid with these “promises” and local merchants usually 
accepted the scrip as a good-faith commitment to their customers and 
community. But some businessmen weren’t so supportive or patriotic. They 
refused to accept their own school districts’ scrip for taxes. A teacher’s life 
was made even more complicated when neighboring towns refused to accept 
the scrip. They were literally economic prisoners to their own communities. 


Thousands of these notes were produced by school districts across the 
country - and because of them, the school remained open. Scrip became the 
money that preserved education for millions of youngsters during the 
Depression.

MEETING NOTES 


The meeting was called to order at 7:00 pm by President Wayne 


Dickey who started the Pledge to the Flag. The minutes had been 
published in The Bulletin.

Each country has its 
own exchange rate. 


Vernon Reed reported on his visit to Rome where he had his pockets 
picked by three young kids but managed to chase them down and 
retrieve his money. He also returned with Eurodollars. 


Roger Sullivan said he visited North Park and displayed a Navy 
Cross and a Distinguished Flying Cross with a name on it. After 
some research, he was able to find some information on the person 
who had shot down five planes within twenty minutes and is buried 
at Rosecrans. He had also received a Purple Heart and an Army 
Bronze Star. 


Mike Shaw brought in some beautiful old medals from the Queen 
Anne period of 1701-1714. She had 14 children and outlived them all 
and was the last Monarch of the Stuart Dynasty. The medals were 
from the war between France and England. 


Jack Hook displayed the "Literary Award" he received for writing on 
"Coins for Kids" with Tom Fitzgerald's assistance. He reported that 
while he considers Jim Belcher a friend, he was supposed to bring the 
"Coins for Kids" material back to him and instead took it with him 
when he moved. Jack credited Betty Young with the inspiration to 
start "Coins for Kids" 

Mike Stanley provided the carrot cake which was served by Dorothy 
Baber. 


New member, Mark Carling drew the name of Robert Fritsch and 
then Kay Lenker for the "Attendance Prize". Neither was present. 
Jean Luce won the quarters tonight. 


The coin of the month will be a Mercury dime. 


Chuck Luce gave a talk on Admiral Anson. He sailed around the 
world in 1740-1744 and had many adventures. It took three years 
but he came back with much gold and silver from the "Treasure 
Galleon". The conditions were brutal and many sailors died. 


Drawing coins were won by Mike Shaw, Jim Hunt, Dave Jones, Phil 
Centman, Terry Cruggs, Mike again, Dorothy Baber, Vernon then 
Kate Reed. 


There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned at 9:00 
pm. 


Due to time limitations in our meeting room, Chuck’s talk was cut 
short but the following is some of the report missed. 


The Treasure galleon had been captured and taken in tow to Macao 
arriving on 11 July 1743. The loot was transferred to the Centurian 
(1,313,843 pieces of eight and 35,682 ounces of virgin silver). Anson 
would have preferred to return to England then but the Centurian 
required repairs and food stuffs for the journey. Repairs and 
permission to load food stuffs required the approval of the Chinese 
Chuntuck. As during the previous stop Anson continued to fight 
with the lesser officials while seeking an audience with the Chuntuck. 
They said it was too hot for ceremonial events so maybe sometime 
in September or October it could be arranged. 


Delays continued; a turning point in negotiations was a big fire 
affecting the factories and buildings of Canton. Chinese were holding 
up idols in an effort to stop the fire; needless to say they were 
ineffective. Forty sailors from the Centurian went ashore and got the 
fire under control and were the heroes of the day. 


The best part was Anson received a message that the Chuntuck 
would receive him 30 November 1743. The first meeting of a 
Representative of England and China was very Ceremonial; 10,000 
armed men in ranks lined the entrance to the palace. The meeting was 
satisfactory and permission for provisions to be purchased and 
loaded was given. 


December 7, 1743 the Centurian departed Canton loaded with cattle, 
sheep, pigs, hens, and geese. The Treasure Galleon was sold toa 
merchant in Macao for £6,000. Anson decided the Centurian would 
return home via Africa vice South America because the Spanish 
Admiral Pizzaro was still cruising around South America. The 
Centurian arrived at Spithead, England 14 June 1744 with 188 men 
of the original four ships that made it around South America.

D-DAY: JUNE 6, 1944 
. by Frank Van Valen 


Did your dad or an uncle, or maybe your grandfather serve in Europe 
during the Second World War? If so, I'll bet they will never forget 
what happened: 58 years ago. 


June 6", 1944, is forever enshrined as D-Day. On that day, General 
Eisenhower's Allied armies crossed the English Channel to strike at 
the heart of Nazi power in Europe. They landed on heavily fortified 
German-held French beaches, with code names like Omaha, Sword 
and Juno Beach. The combined American, Canadian and British 
armed forces made the first major assault against the Axis powers in 
northern Europe. 


By the end of the month, more than three-quarters of a million Allied 
servicemen had crossed the Channel to France, bringing with them an 
odd assortment of pocket change. The Americans brought Lincoln 
pennies, Buffalo nickels, Washington quarters and greenback dollar 
bills- while the British brought their own copper and silver pieces. But 
when the Americans and British marched across France in the 
summer of '44, they found that chocolate bars, cigarettes and nylon 
stockings went further than any dollar bill ever could. 


One of your loved ones who served in Europe during the war may still 
have a handful of French, Belgium, or Dutch coins made from 
aluminum or iron, with holes in the middle. These coins probably 
bring back vivid memories of a wartime trek across France - a walk 
through history that began on the beaches of Normandy on D-Day, 
June 6, 1944.

JULY 4, 1826 -ONE OF THE GREAT 
HISTORICAL COINCIDENCES OCCURS.... 


BY JAMES TAYLOR 


This entire week end will be one long birthday party for our nation. When 
you are over 220 years old and still going strong, why not celebrate? And 
with all the hoopla, is it any wonder that one of the great coincidences of 
history is all but forgotten. The event we’re talking about happened exactly 
50 years after the Declaration of Independence was signed. 


We all learned in school that the Declaration of Independence was written by 
Thomas Jefferson, one of the most revered men in our nation’s history. What 
we may not remember is that it was John Adams who led the debate for its 
adoption by the Continental Congress. It was Adams who convinced a 
majority of the delegates to approve the radical document during that 
sweltering Philadelphia summer. 


Jefferson went on to found the University of Virginia and to become the 
nation’s first Secretary of State and its third President. Adams became the 
nation’s first Vice President under George Washington and then took over for 
Washington as the nation’s second President. Who was Adam’s vice 
president? None other than Jefferson. 


By 1809, both Adams and Jefferson had retired to their estates to live out 
their final years—Adams at Quincy, and Jefferson at Monticello. Then, on 
July 4, 1826, exactly 50 years to the day after the Declaration of 
Independence was first issued- both its author, Thomas Jefferson and its 
greatest proponent, John Adams, died. 


Jefferson has been honored on coins and medals throughout our history. You 
see his portrait on the nickel every day. He’s been gracing it for more than 60 
years. He also appeared on the nation’s first gold commemorative coin, the 
Louisiana Purchase gold dollar, issued in 1902, the 100" anniversary of the 
Louisiana Purchase. But even though he was one of our founding fathers, 
John Adams has yet to be honored on any of our coins or paper money.

THROUGH THE YEARS Krause Publications has issued 


beautiful coin calendars and the information included with these cal- 
endars is as interesting today as it was in the year the calendars were 
published. AND with the approval of Staff at Krause Publications, I 
have been given permission to re-print some of this material. Sincere 
thanks to Krause Publicjation, Iola WI for all the joy they have given 
to the numismatic family. 


The series about to be embarked upon is of Commemorative Half 
Dollars of the 1987 Calendar and the first is the Huguenot-Walloon 
Half Dollar in 1924. Make a case that where commemorative coins 
go, controversy follows, and your exhibit A has to be the Huguenot- 
Walloon half. 


| What good and pure motives it seemed to have. It was struck in 1924 

to mark the 300" anniversary of the Dutch Huguenot and Walloon 
settlements in New Nederland (New York) and depicted the great 
Huguenot heroes of the Dutch war of independence, Admiral Gaspard 

de Coligny and William the Silent. 

But the coin was nothing more than a thinly disguised fund-raising 
project of the Federal Council of Churches of Christ in America. And 
that opened up the coin to scathing criticism. Other churches attacked 
the coin as sectarian, un-American, unconstitutional propaganda violating 
the religious liberties that originally brought many of the first settlers here. 
Other critics said the design was illogical; both Coligny and William, 
they pointed out, died 40 years before New Nederland was settled. 


The design was the last executed by Mint Engraver George T. Morgan. 
142,000 were struck; 55,000were released into circulation—BUT only 
after the controversy had died down.

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THE AMERICAN EACLE..... 


When the majestic North American bald eagle 
debuted on the reverse of a small batch of half 
dismes in 1799, i€ was a rather scrawny bird 
indeed. Two years later, when regular coinage 
of half disme, half dollars, and silver dollars 
began, the eagle hadn’t put on much weight, but 
was at least a little more aesthetically pleasing. 


For the first regular 
issue federal coinage 
U.S. Mint engraver 
Robert Scot, portray- 
ed the eagle with out- 
stretched wings perch 
ed on, and intertwined 
by, an olive branch - 
symbolic of peace. 


The gold issues, also 
designed by Scot, showed 
this eagle balancing on a 
palm branch with a wreat 
in its beak. 


Both designs, though artistically crude, can be 
justly viewed today as representations of this 
fledgling nation’s early days before if matured 
along with its coinage.

The American Eagle..... 


A stately eagle - based on the Great 
Seal of the United States - came into 
use in 1796 on the gold $2.50 and 
would later appear on all of the gold j 
and silver denominations including a ; 
long run on the Liberty gold $20. 
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On the first heraldic-eagle design, the’ 
eagle is shown behind a shield with 
arrows in its right talon and an olive 
branch in its left. 


By rules of heraldry, Robert Scot, the designer, apparently 
erred by placing the warlike arrows in the eagle’s right (dexter) 
talon, its more honorable claw, and the olive branch of peace 
in its left (sinister) claw. 


A form of the heraldic eagle is still used on coins issued by the 
U. S. Mint. It can be seen on the reverse of the Kennedy half 
dollar and the silver American Eagle bullion coins.

SOME GOOD ADVICE... 


The next time you order checks, have only your initials (instead of first 
name) and last name put on them. If someone takes your check book, 
they will not know if you sign your checks with just your initials or your 
name but your bank will know how you sign your checks. 


Put your work phone # on your checks instead of the home phone. If 
you have a PO Box, use that instead of your home address. Never have 
your SS# printed on your checks - you can add it if it is necessary, but if 
you have it printed, anyone can get it. 


Line up closely the contents of your wallet on a photocopy machine, do 
both sides of each license, credit card, etc. You will know what you had 
in your wallet and all of the account numbers and phone numbers to call 
and cancel. Keep the photocopy in a safe place. 


Here is some critical information to limit the damage in case of theft of 
your wallet. We have been told we should cancel credit cards immediately 
But the key is having the toll free numbers and your card numbers handy 


so you know whom to call. 
Keep those where you can find them easily. File a police report immedi- 
ately in the jurisdiction where it was stolen. This proves to credit pro- 


viders you were diligent and is a first step toward an investigation -if 
there ever is one. 


Most important, call the three national credit reporting organizations 
immediately to place a fraud alert on your name and Society Security 
number... The numbers are:

Trans Union _ 1-800-680-7289 
Social Security Administration (fraud line) 1-800-269-0271
